Protestants  Ask  Reopening  Of 
Closed  Columbian  Schools 


What  Baptists  Believe 
About  Salvation 


BOGOTA  (RNS) — Protestants  on 
San  Andres  and  Providencia  Is¬ 
lands  have  petitioned  the  Ministry 
of  Education  tb  order  the  reopen¬ 
ing  of  five  denominational  schools 
closed  March  1  by  the  government 
inspector  of  schools  there. 

The  petition  said  the  people  of 
San  Andres  and  Providencia  “are 
predominantly  Protestant  and  have 
been  so  for  generations”  and  there¬ 
fore  tt\e  islands  cannot  be  regard¬ 
ed  a$  a  Roman  Catholic  mission 
territory. 

Under  a  ruling  issued  in  Jan¬ 
uary  by  the  Interior  Ministry, 
Protestant  missionaries  are  barred 
from  performing  any  public  mis¬ 
sionary  or  education  work  in  Catho¬ 
lic  mission  territories  except  for 
children  of  non-Catholic  foreigners. 

The  petition  urged  that  the  gov¬ 
ernment  appoint  an  impartial  com¬ 
mittee  to  study  the  whole  problem 
of  education  on  the  islands  which

Frankfort,  Kv.  (RNS) —  Severing 
of  relations  between  a  Protestant 
institution  at  Oneida.  Ky..  and  a 
county  public  school  system  was 
urged  by  the  Kentucky  Free  Pub¬ 
lic  School  Committee  here  “in  the 
interests  of  protecting  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  Church-State  separation.” 

The  committee  is  the  Kentucky 
affiliate  of  Protestants  and  Other 
Americans  United  for  Separation 
of  Church  and  State, 

A  resolution  adopted  by  the 
committee  said  that  Oneida  Insti¬ 
tute.  the  Protestant  school,  had 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the 
Clay  County  School  bojrd  provid¬ 
ing  that  the  institute  furnish  space 
for  classes  of  the  local  elementary 
school  in  exchange  for  transporta¬ 
tion  of  institute  pupils  “on  a  per¬ 
manent  basis." 

The  committee  called  upon  of¬ 
ficials  of  the  institute  and  the  coun¬ 
ty  school  system  to  end  this  re¬ 
lationship.  It  urged: 

That  county  officials  plan  “im¬ 
mediately"  to  provide  housing  for 
the  public  elementary  school  “sep¬ 
arate  from  any  religious  institu¬ 
tion." 

That  Oneida  Institute  make  ar¬ 
rangements  to  transport  Us  stu¬ 
dents  in  non-public  buses. 

That  the  elementary  school  prin¬ 
cipal  “make  provision  for  chapcf 
services  completely  independent  of 
those  of  Oneida  Institute."

Convention  at  a  recent  hearing 
by  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  on  Admini-Zration-spon 
sored  legislation  to  extend  social 
security  coverage  to  groups  now 
outside  the  program. 

Co-sponsors  of  the  new  bill  are 
Sens.  Lister  Hill  and  John  J.  Spark¬ 
man  of  Alabama,  James  O.  East- 
land  of  Mississippi.  Russell  Long  of 
Louisiana  and  Spessard  L.  Holland 
of  Florida. 

Senator  Hill  said  the  group  op¬ 
poses  compulsory  features  of  the 
Administration  legislation  and  feels 
the  voluntary  formula  is  the  most 
workable  method  of  meeting  the 
needs  of  America's  diverse  re¬ 
ligious  groups.  Many  of  these,  he 
said,  do  not  recognise  an  employer- 
employee  relationship  with  their 
clergy  and  have  strong  feelings 
in  regard  to  separation  of  Church 
and  State. 

The  group's  bill  (S.  3278)  would 
provide  that  any  duly  ordained, 
commissioned  or  licensed  minister 
of  a  church  may  at  any  time  file 
with  the  Social  Security  Adminis¬ 
trator  a  certification  that  he  de¬ 
sires  the  insurance  coverage  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  Sociay  Security 
Act. 

The  certificate  would  be  opera¬ 
tive  during  the  first  tax  year  after 
its  filing  and  would  continue  in

McDermott  Makes 
A  Good  Suggestion

A  couple  of  centuries  ago  large 
numbers  of  children  played  and 
screamed  and  fought  in  the  streets 
of  London.  A  man  called  Robert 
Raikcs  could  hear  them  through 
his  office  window  and  he  made 
a  plan  that  would,  give  those  chil¬ 
dren  something  to  do  besides 
screaming  and  fighting,  lie  start¬ 
ed  the.  first  Sunday  School  move¬ 
ment.  That  movement  later  spread 
to  America. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  is  a 
part  of  our  Sunday  School  work. 
It  reaches  thousands  of  children 
for  Christ  each  summer. 

The  first  vacation  school  on  rec¬ 
ord  was  held  in  186(5  in  Boston. 
Illinois  and  Wisconsin  were  next 
to  adopt  the  idea.  In  1901  the 
Kpithanv  Baptist  Church  in  New 
York  City  instituted  a  summer  re¬ 
ligious  school.  The  man  credited 
with  getting  the  idea  rolling  there 
was  Dr.  Robert  G.  Roville.  The 
school  in  New  York  enrolled  near¬ 
ly  l.(WH)  children  in  a  program  of 
worship,  Bible  study,  handicraft, 
recreation,  and  health  study. 

Southern  Baptists  look  us  the 
idea  in  the  1920’s.  The  Sunday 
School  Board  began  promoting  the 
schools  ami  distributing  literature 
in  15(23.  They  are  an  integral  part 
of  our  program  now. 

The  season  for  Vacation  Bible 
School  again  approaches.  In  thou¬ 
sands  of  churches  this  summer — 
city,  *ubur4>an,  village,  country 
ami  town  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
will  be  held.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
hope  that  every  Baptist  church  in 
the  state  will  have  a  VBS  this  sum¬ 
mer.  Mission  scltools  should  be 
conducted  in  many  neglected 
areas. 

Articles  on  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  were  news  in  times  past. 
But  the  VBS  movement  is  now  so 
widespread  that  it  is  news  if  a 
church  doesn’t  have  one.  A  VBS 
is  the  usual  thing.  The  Baptist 
Record  will  not  have  space  to  pub-

been  approved  by  the  presidents 
of  Baptist  colleges  in  Texas. 

We  want  to  commend  such  a 
plan  to  Mississippi. 

I'nder  the  Texas  plan,  payments 
toward  tuition  and  any  other  ex¬ 
penses  of  future  students  may  be 
made  and  the  interest  will  he 
credited  to  the  account.  The  in¬ 
terest  is  guaranteed  to  lie  at  least 
five  jH'r  cent  per  year. 

As  a  safeguard  of  t lie  funds,  if 
a  student  fails  to  enroll  in  (tie 
school  the  deposit  witli  the  earn¬ 
ed  interest  will  be. refunded,  ft  is 
simply  an  extension  of  the  insur¬ 
ance  idea.  Many  people  have  hos¬ 
pital  insurance  to  take  care  of  any 
future  health  needs.  Others  take 
out  endowment  insurance  for  edu¬ 
cational  purposes.  We  think  that 
such  a  plan  cotdd  and  should  be 
promoted  by  colleges. 

It  not  only  has  merit  as  a 
means  of  making  the  financial 
burden  easier  when  the  future  pu¬ 
pil  arrives  at  college  but  it  will

Baptist  Cooperative  I 
Program  funds  for  the  advance  of 
foreign  missions,  totaling  $896,520 
in  1953,  were  appropriated  at  the 
April  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board.  (Foreign  missions  ad¬ 
vance  program  money  is  the  For-' 
eign  Mission  Board's  share  in  Co¬ 
operative  Program  funds  over  and 
above  the  fixed  budget  of  the  Cbm 
vention.) 

The  1953  funds,  received  in  early 
January  this  year,  were  held  until 
the  April  meeting  in  order  that 
the  general  financial  picture  of  the 
Board  might  be  studied  before 
their  allocation. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  its 
administrative  committee.  the 
Board  appropriated  $500,000  for 
buildings  and  equipment  on  the< 
mission  fields:  earmarked  $300,000 
to  be  applied  against  the  1955  bud¬ 
get  of  the  Board:  set  aside  $148,520 
to  be  appropriated  as  needs  arise 
during  1954:  and  voted  that  the 
remaining  $50,000  be  put  aside  to 
apply  against  possible  renovation 
of  the  old  or  new  quarters  for  the 
headquarters  offices. 

•  The  $500,000  for  capital  needs 
was  divided  between  the  Board's 
three  major  areas  of  work  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Latin  America,  $175,000;  Af¬ 
rica.  Europe,  and  the  Near  East. 
$175,000;  and  the  Orient.  $150,000 

Major  items  on  which  the  money- 
will  be  spent  in  Latin  America  are 
$17,000  for  field  automobiles:  $25.- 
000  for  property  for  a  student 
home.  Chihuahua.  Mexico:  $20,000 
to  be  applied  toward  hospital  con¬ 
struction  in  Guadalajara.  Mexico; 
$32,400  for  hospital  construction  In 
Barranquilla.  Colombia;  $26>000  for 
a  church  building  in  Cali,  Colom¬ 
bia:  $35,000  for  seminary  property 
in  Santiago.  Chile;  $4,000  for  a 
mission  home  in  Asuncion.  Para¬ 
guay;  and  $10,000  for  a  Baptist 
school  in  Recife,  Brazil. 

In  Nigeria,  $50,000  will  go  to¬ 
ward  the  building  and  equipping 
of  a  schqpl  for  missionary  children 
in  Oshogbo;  $20,000  for  a  Baptist 
Academy,  Lagos;  and  $13,000  for 
a  building  workshop  and  equipment 
in  Oshogbo.
